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And with those words 
Ray Bradbury created a world 
where firemen were more con- 
cerned about setting fires than 
putting them out and freedom of 
expression was nothing more 


than a myth. Over 50 years 


later the Fountaindale Public 
Library District has selected 
Fahrenheit 451 as the first book 


for our new One Book, One 
Community program as not 
only a celebration of the vil- 
lages we serve, but also a 
celebration of the very free- 
dom Bradbury was warning 
us about losing. 


A world without books or 

libraries, where books are 

burned to keep the public at 
large placid, and a world where 
killer robot dogs exist is a fright- 
ening idea. Our job is to put 
books into your hands. 
Freedom of choice is at the very 
core of our job. 


The idea of “One Book” is not a 
new one. Chicago first made it 
popular years ago. But being 
the first to use an idea is not as

important as the idea itself. We 
saw Chicago become united in 
their energy to read To Kill a 
Mockingbird and wanted to see 
that unity in our reading commu- 
nity. The idea of people reading 
the same book and being able to 
discuss it with their neighbor 
excites us. 


The point is obvious. There is 
more than one way to burn a 
book. And the world is full of 
people running about with lit 
matches.
